LONDON, Dec. 21-The United 
States Government has indicated 
its approval of Lord Halifax as 
the next British Ambassador to 
Washington, it is reported in Lon- 
don today. When Halifax, who is 
said to be reluctant to take the 
post, leaves the Foreign Office there 
will be far-reaching changes in the 
British Cabinet. 

Sir Walter Layton is being dis- 
cussed for the post of Minister to 
Washington—a new appointment 
which is regarded as essential in 
view of British .dependence on 
American supplies. Layton recent- 
ly returned from the United States 
where he was on a mission as di- 
rector-general of program at the 
Ministry of Supply. 

It-is reported in the press today 
that, with -Halifax’s appointment, 
War Minister Anthony Eden will 
become Foreign Secretary. There 
are several suggestions for the 
War Office but the likeliest appears 
to be either Oliver Lyttelton, now 
at the Board of Trade, or Rob- 
ert Hudson, Minister of Agricul- 
ture. 

Hudson might be succeeded by 
Lloyd George, who once again has 
been asked to accept a post in the 
War Cabinet. The 77-year-old for- 
mer Premier, who first was asked 
to accept the Washington post but 
turned it down because of his age, 
is known to be the foremost advo- 
cate of increasing Britain’s agri- 
cultural output.

Two Held in Inquiry Into Radio 


Scheme to Bet on Races Already Run 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 21 (AP).— 
The Communications Commission 
said today that. two men had been 
arrested and that illegal broadcast- 
ing apparatus had been seized at 
Charlestown, W. Va., following an 


investigation of broadcasts of “sure 
tips” on horse races while the races 


were being run. 


The commission said a man in the 
d at .the Charlestown 
track employed a portable transmit- 
ter to send racing information to a 
companion in a tourist cabin near- 
by. The latter, —* commission 
said, employed another transmitter 
to send the information to some 
outside receiving stations and en- 
abling bets to be made before the 


results of the races were known 
generally. 

The commission, in a statement, 
gave this account of the method of 
operation: 

At the start of a race a person 
could be heard whistling on a cer- 
tain radio frequency. Then a few 
bars from a popular song would be 
sung. As the horses neared the 
finish line a voice would cut in with 
a number, repeated until the race 
was completed. 

Immedi&tely after this number 
was spoken, a stronger signal on 
another frequency would repeat the 
same number several times. A 
check of the race results showed 


that numbers were the numbers of 


the winning horses.

‘COURTS ALONE 
NOT TO BLAME’ 


Points to 21 Pct. Increase 
in Fatalities—‘From Now 
On Violators Will Be 
Punished.’ 


Mayor Bernard F. Dickmann, in 
announcing the appointment of 
two new Police Judges today, ex- 
pressed great dissatisfaction with 
the city’s record of traffic fatalities 
which this year increased 21 per 


cent over last year. He attributed 
the increase to a general letdown 
in enforcement occurring in an 
election year. 

There have been 103 traffic fa- 
talities so far this year, compared 
to 85 at this time last year. 

The new appointees are Jerome 
Simon, an Associate City Counselor, 
and Burris Schumacher, ap As- 
sistant Circuit Attorney. They will 
take office Jan. 1, succeeding 
Frank E. Mathews, who announced 
his resignation yesterday, and 
James F. Nangle, who will assume 
his new duties as a Circuit Judge 
Jan; 6. 

Explaining that he meant no re- 
flection upon Mathews and Nangle, 
the Mayor told reporters at City 
Hall Police Courts were “not alone 
to blame” for the city’s poor traf- 
fic accident showing. 

“Lost All We Gained.” 

“Enforcement of the traffic laws 
generally has broken down,” he 
said. “This city not long ago ranked 
second among the safest cities in 
the country, and now we've lost 
all that we had gained. 

“I think the Police Courts and 
othem branches of the traffic en- 
forcement agencies broke down this 
year because it was an election 
year, when everything becomes lax,” 
the Mayor went on. “But that was 
true of other cities, too. And that’s 
over. From now on, we're going 
to see that violators get punished 
to the ful extent of the law, and 
we're going to bring St. Louis back 
to the safety position it deserves.” 

Pressed by reporters, the Mayor 
would not elaborate his statement 
that the courts here had “broken 
down” along with other traffic en- 
forcement agencies.

SHELLS START BIG 
FIRES IN BARDIA 


ABOARD A BATTLESHIP 
THE BRITISH MEDITERRAN®. 
AN FLEET, Dec. 20 (Delayed) | 
(AP), — Britain’s Mediterranean 
fleet has bolstered the land offen- 
sive of its desert troops by firing 
hundreds of heavy shells into Ital- 
ian Premier Mussolini’s Libyan 
strongholds. 

The British ships swept ‘almost 
within sight of the guns of the 
Italian shore batteries at Bardia, 
important base, and bombarded 
troop concentrations’ supply bases, 
Starting huge fires. Most of Bar- 
dia now is flaming with the mass 
shellings continuing at close range. 
Day and night bombardments by 
the fleet has blocked the attempts 
of thousands of Marshal Rodolfo 
Graziani’s Fascist troops to flee to 
Tobruk, Italian base 65 ‘miles west. 
Heavy shells have thrown Italian 
motor transports, tanks and ar- 
mored cars high into the air, torn 
large craters in the highway from 
Bardia to Tobruk and scattered 
infantrymen. 

One ship and some other Italian 
batteries responded to the bom- 
bardment with a hot fire and 
planes ‘occasionally attempted to 
bomb the ships, but this appeared 
only to spur the attack.

ENROLLMENT OF NEW CITIZENS 


U. S. Wants to Know If Any Were 
Naturalized, Just So They 
Could Join Organization. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 21 (AP).— 
Attorney-General Jackson yester- 
day ordered an investigation to de- 
termine whether the naturalization 
process might have been used to 
bolster the German-American Bund 
membership.

Itinerant, Arrested on East 
Side, Changes Mind When 
Pain Subsides. 


A State constitutional amend- 
ment, which would give privately 
financed limited-dividend housing 
corporations restricted exemption 
from property taxation and partial 
land condemnation powers will be 
sponsored by the City Plan Com- 
mission and the city administra- 
tion. 

A resolution proposing’ the 
amendment was adopted yesterday 
by the commission following a re- 
cent conference of Harland Bar- 
tholomew, commission engineer; 
City Counselor Edgar H. Wayman 
and Mayor Bernard F. Dickmann. 

The proposal, intended to be pre- 
sented to the coming session of the 
Legislature, would encourage in— 
vestment of private capital in re- 
habilitation of blighted urban areas 
through housing developments. It 
would facilitate the plans of a 
group of downtown business men 
whose application is pending be- 
fore the Federal Housing Admin- 
istration for a privately-owned 
housing center costing about $4,- 
500,000 to accommodate 900 or more 
families in the middle-income class. 

The law would offer a subsidy 
through exemption, for a specified 
term of years, from taxation on 
property value increments created 
by housing projects. It also would 
grant housing corporations the 
power to acquire sites by condem- 
nation, putting the corporations on 
an equal footing with public agen- 
cies as to land costs. 

Bartholomew explained to the 
commission that the condemnation 
power would be effective only after 
the corporation had acquired 
through direct means about 60 per 
cent of a site to show good faith. 
Income on the investment would 
be limited during the tax exemp- 
tion period. 

The proposed amendment, Barth- 

olomew said, would apply only to 
St. Louis, and is necessary because 
housing corporations under the 
State Constitution cannot now be 
granted tax exemption or the power 
of condemnation. 
Arthur T. Cochrane, acting Build- 
ing Commissioner, told the commis- 
sion the city’s hope was to assure 
itself of tax revenue from blighted 
areas. He said there was a large 
amount of delinquent taxes in these 
areas, but that measures to reha- 
bilitate them would result eventu- 
ally in increased tax income. 

Mayor Dickmann has. expressed 
himself frequently in favor of plans 
for rehabilitation of blighted areas 
and for low-cost housing projects 
generally. He said to reporters 
yesterday that, if Counselor Way- 
man approved the proposed consti- 
tutional amendment, he would back 
it.

- Britain’s war leader did not deny the sharp dis- 
criminationg which have characterized much of 
Britain’s life. He even quoted the Nazi dictator as 
saying that “Eton College and the Hitler schools 
are two different worlds.” More than that, he went 
on to say that Hitler had “overlooked the vast ma- 
jority of the youth of this country who have never 
had the advantage of attending such schools as 
Eton and Harrow, but who by their skill and prowess 
have won the admiration of the whole world.” 

In fact, it was the less favored young Britisher 
rising above the forces which have discriminated 
against him that led Mr. Churchill to declare as a 
fundamental aim of warring England the establish- 
ment of “a society where advantages and privileges 


as a whole.” 

This is not a new theme in England, although it is 
the first time that such sentiments have come pub- 
licly from the war Prime Minister. So safe and 
sane a Briton as J. B. Priestley, the novelist and 
popular commentator for the British Broadcasting 
Corporation, dealt with it in a startlingly frank way 
in an article which the Post-Dispatch recently re- 
printed from the Christian Science Monitor. 

The British are fighting, Mr. Priestley said, 
not merely to defeat Hitler and totalitarian control, 
but to bring new democracy in their own lives. 
They want no more rule by the “small plutocratic 
Tory clique” which proved its utter inadequacy early 
in the war. They want, in Mr. Priestley’s words, not 
more “presents” from the Government, but “more 
say in the Government themsélves’—long-overdue 
electoral reforms, greater public control of finance 
and foreign policy, overhauling of civil service and 
the educational system, “a wholesale reduction of 
privilege.” 

Aid to Britain is put in a new light by such mes- 
sages as these. American help for the English has 
been pretty largely help for the victims of bombing 
attacks; help for a people, whatever their Govern- 
ment’s faults, we preferred should win in the war 
with Hitler. It has been help which has come from 
the heart to a large extent, although many unsenti- 
mental persons have seen it altogether in terms of 
our own national defense. But with British lead- 
ers themselves now talking about a wider distribu- 
tion of democracy’s social and economic benefits 
among the English people, aid to Britain takes on 
fresh and welcome content. 

This suggests that as our aid increases, Ameri- 
cans are entitled to know more and more of Brit- 
ain’s plans both for its own people and the peoples 
of Europe after the war. Our help goes to assist 
England beat back Hitler—do that and what else? 

Mr. Priestley’s provocative statement and the Prime 
Minister’s inspiriting remarks at old Harrow, em- 
bodiment as it were of privilege in English life, give 
rise to the thought that a clear definition of war aims 
and peace hopes may now be taking form,

MORE BUT SMALLER FAMILIES. 

It dil not require a statistical report from Wash- 
ington to apprise the public that American families 
are growing smaller; that has for some decades 
been an obvious fact. It is valuable, however, to get 
the Census Bureau’s statement of exactly how much 
smaller, and to learn that the average household 
has been reduced from 4.9 persons in 1890 to 4.1 
in 1930 and is now, in 1940, 3.8 persons. 

This, of course, does not mean that an average 
American family consists of father, mother and 1.8 
children, In census tabulations, one person living 
alone is considered a family, a fact which reduces 
the figure for an average household. The total of 
one-person families in 1940 is not announced, but in 
1930, there were nearly 2,500,000 of them. The 
total number of families of all sizes is now almost 
35,000,000, as compared with 30,000,000 in 1930. 

That there are more families but smaller ones 
could mean only one thing: that the birth rate is 
falling. There is plenty of other statistical evi- 
dence of this, and also such instances as the 100 or 
so vacant grade-school rooms of St. Louis. We are 
obviously approaching a stationary population, fore- 
cast by some statisticians to begin about 1970. 

The day of large families was a day of frontier 
conquest and of relative security. The day of small 
families is a day of so-called over-production (ac- 
tually under-consumption) and of witlespread inse- 
curity. The figures pose a vital problem for those 
who guide the nation’s course. 
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ST. LOUIS COUNTY MAKES ITS CHILDREN HEALTHIER. 

The current issue of The Child, monthly publica- 
tion of the United States Department of Labor’s 
Children’s Bureau, contains an illuminating article 
on the use of the family physician in a public health 
program, The author is Dr. T. R. Meyer, St.’ Louis 
County Health Commissioner, and the experience re- 
ported on is that in the county which Dr. Meyer is 
so ably serving. 

Judged on results, Dr. Meyer found that the stereo- 
typed school examinations held in public health 
programs were not worth the time and money which 
went into them. Records showed that only 3 to 4 
per cent of the defects noted were corrected follow- 
ing the examination conducted by the school physi- 
cian. 

For three years the County Health Department 
and the Medical Society of the county have co-op- 
erated in a new school examination program. The 
examinations, which are called “medical” examina- 
tions instead of “physical” examinations, to empha- 
size the fact that they must be performed by doctors 
of medicine, are no longer conducted at the schools. 
They take place in the office of the family physician 
and in the presence of a parent. All family physi- 
cians co-operating in the plan give examinations to 
entering children without cost. When a parent is 
unable to pay for corrective work, the physician 
may refer the case to the Health Department, which 
makes arrangements ‘with the County Hospital for 
the necessary remedy. 

Dr. Meyer reports that the operation of the plan 
for three years has resulted in, first, education of 
parents to take their children to a physician’s office 
and to establish early in their lives the habit of 
seeking medical attention, and, second, correction 
of physical defects in an increasingly high percent- 
age of cases. One group of 709 entering school chil- 
dren, who were examined last year, was found to 
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cent under the old school “physical” examinations!

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THE NEW DEFENSE PRODUCTION BOARD. 

Mr. Roosevelt has at last acted to speed up the 
nation’s lagging armaments production, to which 
William S. Knudsen forcibly called attention last 
weék, and has announced the getting up of a new of- 
fice for this special purpose, with Mr. Knudsen him- 
self as its head. 

The production chief of the Defense Commission is 
well qualified to head this vital co-ordination job, 
and no less qualified is the designated associate di- 
rector, Sidney Hillman, labor chief of the Defense 
Commission. With the presence of the Cabinet officers 
most closely concerned, Secretaries Stimson and 
Knox, there is sound reason to believe that the prep- 
aration of national defense is now going to be put on 
an efficient mass-production basis. 

Such a concentration of authority and responsibil- 
ity should, in fact, have been placed in effect long 
ago. Industry has achieved marvels, considering the 
brief time that has elapsed and the magnitude of the 
program. Nevertheless, as Mr. Knudsen reminded 
the machine-tool makers a few days ago, this is a 
time of emergency when nothing less than doing 
“the impossible” will suffice. It is safe to assume 
that fewer bottlenecks would have developed, that 
airplane production would not be anything like 30 
per cent below expectations, had there been from the 
start such an orderly procedure as is now to be 
established. 

America is launching the most critical industrial 
program of its history. It is striving to create in 
two years such a military establishment as Adolf 
Hitler built up in seven, and at the same time to 
send a steady stream of planes and arms across the 
ocean to beleaguered Britain. The Defense Commis- 
sion includes some of the nation’s most able repre- 
sentatives of industry and labor, yet, as results 
have shown, greater speed and more efficiency are 
necessary than this setup has been able to obtain. 

A new committee, promising as it may appear, is 
not the answer, of course, unless the full co-opera- 
tion of industry and labor, of gevernment and the 
general public, is obtained. Given such co-operation, 
with America’s rich resources and technical genius, 
even the tremendous job of making our own coun- 
try secure while providing the means for Brit- 
ain to beat off its attacker can be successfully ex- 


ecuted. 
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TRANSLATION FROM THE DIPLOMATIC. 

Berlin announces the establishment of new mili- 
tary, economic and general commissions among the 
Axis Powers, which will serve to put teeth into the 
German-Italo-Japanese pact of military collabora- 
tion. “After mutual preparations have been made,” 
says DNB, “these commissions will take up their 
duties.” 

Translated into everyday language, this formal 
announcement probably means something like this: 
the senior partner of the Axis company is taking 
steps to make sure that the staggering Italians and 
the unwilling Japanese aren’t holding out on him. 
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THE VICHY PUTSCH. 

The story behind the “Vichy putsch,” the sudden 
action by France’s Chief of State, Marshal Petain, 
that meant the momentary eclipse of Pierre Laval, 
is becoming clear. | 

In spite of all the selfish intrigue in Vichy, appar- 
ently there are those who are out of sympathy with 
the idea of French collaboration in Hitler’s plans for 
a “new order in Europe.” In defeat, they were help- 
less, but when Italian reverses began to assume the 
proportions of a serious debacle, they believed their 
moment had come. Hitler, they felt, would be pre- 
occupied. So, they struck out against Pierre Laval, 
chief advocate of co-operation with the Nazis. 

But they misjudged either Hitler or the oppor- 
tunity. Whatever might be happening in Albania 
and in Africa, the Fuehrer gave no sign of permit- 
ting anyone in Vichy to loosen his grip on France. 
As a result, Otto Abetz, his personal representative, 
demands the restoration of Laval to the Cabinet, or 
at least to a position as influential as the one from 
which he was ousted. Since Flandin, the new Vichy 
Foreign Minister, is acceptable to Germany and since 
the Nazis seem willing to allow old Gen. Petain to 
save face, Laval apparently may receive a different 
post. 

The anti-Nazi element at Vichy, it seems, may 
be further punished for the abortive coup. Abetz 
apparently has demanded some changes in the Petain 
government, and, no doubt, very specific commit- 
ments as to future policy and conduct.. How thor- 
ough and how dramatic this shakeup may be would 
seem to depend on the one strong card that the anti- 
German group holds. That is the presence of Gen. 
Weygand at the head of the French forces in Africa. 
This involves a neat bit of poker playing: Would 
such aid as Weygand might give the British out- 
weigh, in the long run, the immedidate reprisals that 
Hitler might visit on European France? Is it to be 
dealt into this game that the President is speeding 
Admiral Leahy te Vichy? 
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WHAT PRICE RED APPLES? 

An examination grading machine, a brutal thing, 
has been introduced in, the St. Louis schools by 
the National Youth Administration. The contriv- 
ance will do in a minute the work for which 
teachers once needed hours.

Ajstout of mine was rhapsodizing 


Sherlock Holmes never tackled a mystery 
as baffling as the Strange Case of the 
Cathode Ray. 

In speaking of these rays we ysually refer 
to streams of. high-speed electrons inside 
tightly sedled, evacuated tubes. One day I 
decided to see what would happen if I let 
these electrons escape into the open. When 
I threw the switch, putting nearly a million 
volts in the tube, electrons hurtled out in 
a bluish ray three feet long. 

Under this ray, the skin of a fresh apple 
turned brown. Acetylene gas became a fine 
yellow dust that we have never been able 
to dissolve in anything. Flies died—well, 
like flies. The ray burned off a patch of 
hair from an exposed spot on a brown rab- 
bit’s ear. A few weeks later, we were 
amazed to find that new white hair had 
grown back, three times as long as the orig- 
inal hair. A bald technician in the labora- 
tory took new (and, alas, unfounded) hope. 

Here, obviously, is a miraculous power; 
yet so far it has eluded us. We have found 
only one insignificant use for it: to test 
sapphires. Some day someone will dis- 
cover its field of application, and perhaps a 
new world will open before us... .

Do you want a million dollars? A news- 
paper man told me the other day that this 
sum is awaiting anyone who can discover 
a swifter way to make engravings for news- 
papers. I can tell you how to go about it: 
Find a ray which, when projected through a 
photographic negative onto a plate, will 
quickly etch out the plate. But I cannot 
tell you what kind of ray to use, nor what 
negative, nor what plate. That is what you 
must discover to earn the million dollars. 

Another million-dollar prize should go to 
the man who invents a simple, cheap way 
to make good paper prints of color photo- 
graphs. I will chip in a little toward the 
prize myself. I use the three-color separa- 
tion method, but the results are not always 
happy. 

Science is a valuable soldier. In 1916, 
America had only 19 industrial research 
laboratories, but many priceless devices 
were developed in them. Today, with near- 
ly 2000 laboratories, a*vast treasury of in- 
genious brains and intricate mechanism is 
already at work on our national defense. 

In our laboratories we dre improving the 
supercharging of airplane engines, to pro-

duce greater speed and power at greater 
altitudes. We have developed searchlights 
so powerful that, in the beam of one of 
them, a newspaper was easily read in an 
airplane 12 miles from the searchlights. 
Other projects are too secret to mention. 

Perhaps one day you will buy food in 
silver-plated cans. A scientist I know has 
already produced some of them, and they 
are perfectly satisfactory. You see, tin is 
vital to national defense, but most of it 
comes from outside America, and war might 
snip our supply lines. Then, it would cer- 
tainly be wise to stop using our precious 
tin for “tin” cans. If silver does the job, 
and we have lots of it... 

Rubber is another of our weaknesses, but 
already science is making excellent—but ex- 
pensive—synthetic rubber from petroleum. 
And we have plenty of that. 

Sapphires may seem trivial, but millions 
of delicate axles in our instruments rotate 
on hard sapphire bearings. If our supply, 
mostly from Switzerland, were cut off, we 
already know how to turn aluminum oxide 
into satisfactory artificial sapphires. 

Chemists, mechanical engineers and elec- 
trical engineers have great jobs to do. So, 
too, have the physicists. Perhaps you have 
read of Uranium 235, the “wonder metal.” 
We are told one pound of it will give us as 
much energy as millions of pounds of coal. 
But at present, no one knows how to sepa- 
rate that pound of uranium from the com- 
mon variety of this element with which it 
is always associated in nature. Then, even 
if we had effected the separation, there are 
other serious hurdles to be jumped. The 
problem is, however, an alluring one, and 
even if the solution does not fulfill all the 
rosy dreams about it, Uranium 235 may well 
become a potent new force in our lives.

The new fluorescent light demands better 
materials. The electrical industry demands 
better, more flexible insulators. Television 
demands a more sénsitive camera tube. Avi- 
ation demands a perfectly reliable“way to 
make blind landings. 

There is an old dream of harnessing sun- 
light directly to our service. Already we 
have used it to generate steam and small 
electric currents. Perhaps some wonderful 
new material, extremely sensitive to sun- 
light, will open this magic door for us. 

The list is endless. Nothing is anywhere 
near perfect; everything needs improving. 
Industry and research are crying for good 
men. Fame and fortune hide in every test 
tube, under every microscope. 

A psychologist once said that scientists 
lose their tempers more rarely than most 
folks. Perhaps that is true: you can’t very 
well get mad at an atom. But I come near 
the exploding point whenever I read or hear 
the gloomy Jeremiahs who sigh: 

“America is no longer the land of oppor- 
tunity. We have conquered all our fron- 
tiers. Woe for the youth of today!”

ROOSEVELT SET UP NEW 
DEFENSE BOARD UNDER 
1939 EMERGENCY DECREE 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 21 (AP). 
STUDY of White House rec- 
A ords today showed that 
President Roosevelt, in set- 
ting up his new defense ma- 
chinery, acted under clause six, 
paragraph one, of an executive 
order issued Sept. 10, 1939, re- 


defining the functions and du- 
ties of the executive office. 


The order was issued under / 
authority vested in the President 
by the Constitution and the Gov- 
ernment Reorganization Act. 

Clause six in the order said 
there shall be within the execu- 
tive office of the President “in 
the event of a national emergen- 
cy, or threat of a national 
emergency, such office for emer- 
gency Management as the Pres- 
ident shall determine.”

Board’s Authority. 

The new board will be given full 
responsibility to make decisions of 
policy, without conferring with the 
President,. but if a decision is 
wrong, Roosevelt will call in the 
four and talk it over with them, 
he said. 

The board, he indicated, will have 
all the powers which the President 
constitutionally can turn over to 
subordinates. Under the Constitu- 
tion, he said, there can be no sec- 
ond President. 

In outlining the plan at a special 
press conference, Roosevelt said the 
board would haVe three general 
subdivisions: Production of raw 
materials, defense purchasing and 
priorities on deliveries of war sup- 
plies. 

The production division, he said, 
probably will be subdivided into 
two or three bureaus. Experienced 
men on the existing Defense Com- 
mission, he indicated, will be util- 
ized in the new organization. Among 
these he mentioned Edwin R. Stet- 
tinius, raw material chief for the 
Defense Commission, and John D. 
Biggers, as assistant. 

Donald Nelson, now in charge of 
defense purchasing, likewise will 
be transferred to the new agency 
for similar duty. 


Priorities Board Personnel. 


The priorities board is visualized 
as composed of Knudsen, Stettinius, 
Hillman, Nelson and Leon Hender- 
son. The latter now attends to 
price stabilization affairs for the 
Defense Commission. 

Roosevelt appeared confident of 
harmony in the new organization.

‘ly 3000 Lancashire garment woFk- 
ers walked out of two factories 
yesterday morning because an em- 
ployer had failed to fire a workér 
who had just been expelled from 
his union. 

They struck despite the fact that 
they were engaged in making uni- 
forms for the army and despite the 
pleas for better co-operation which 
have been voiced by Labor Minister 
Ernest Bevin on mgny recent oc- 
casions. 

The “conditions of employment 
and national arbitration order of 
1940,” made on July 18, stated flat- 
ly that no lockout must be declared 
and no worker must participate in 
a strike unless the dispute’ has been 
referred to the .abor Minister and 
he has had 21 days in which to re- 
fer the matter to arbitration. 

The only legal excuse for this 
case is that the strike is regarded 
as unofficial by the National Union 
of, Tailors and Garment Workers, 
to which the strikers all belong. 

Bevin himself has shown great 
restraint in exercising the right to 
suppress strikes and on most oc- 
casions in the last few months has 
managed to curtail illegal situa- 
tions by persuasion. The fact is, 
of course, that in case of a really 
serious open dispute, involving a 
walkout of any important section 
of workers, no repressive legal ac- 
tion could be employed. 

While this particular incident 
may readily be settled, and prob- 
ably will be, Bevin has got more 
and more important problems in 
the labor field than spasmodic and 
small-scale flareups of the kind. 
One of his most important prob- 
lems att he moment concerns the 
recruiting and training of 1,000,000 
additional workers, many of whom 
must be technically skilled. 

On the one hand, he must obtain 
the full co-operation of employers 
in allowing raw workers to get 
their final training in shops them- 
selves. On the other hand, he must 
get the full co-operation of the 
unions in allowing masses of new 
people to qualify for trades which 
in the past have been carefully re- 
stricted and for that reason have 
had considerable bargaining power.

A little strategy, like a little knowledge, may become a dangerous 
thing. Proof of this may be obtained today from Bob Klenck, St. Louis 
U. basketball coach, as he and his Billikens mourn the joss of a 33-32, 
last-second decision to the Washington U. Bears last night before a 
crowd of 1500 at the Bears’ Field House. A Valley Conference game, 
it was the third victory of the season without a defeat for the Bears 
and the fourth defeat without a victory for the Billikens. 


Here’s the tale of strategy gone 
wrong. With 55 seconds of play re- 
maining, Dutch Lutz of Washing- 
ton, fouled Gene Barry of the Bli- 
likens.

31 Fouls in the Game. 


There probably will be better 
basketball games played here this 
season, but none possibly can have 
a more dramatic finish. Play was 
hard and no fewer than 31 fouls 
were called, 17 on the Bears.

Aphysicians 
Views On Use 

_ Of Tobacco

blame for nearly anything that 
happens to be the matter with 


jyou or especially happens to be the 


matter with some member of your 
family you think smokes too much. 
It undoubtedly has definite effects 
on different functions and organs 
of the body but recent research 
has tended to show that it does 
not do as much permanent harm 
as was once claimed. In sensitive 
people it sometimes upsets diges- 
tion, especially in those who chew 
tobacco. 

One definite action of tobacco 
is to cause a spasm of the small 
arteries and this, under certain 
circumstances, may be so definite 
as to require that its use be 


|stopped before permanent dam- 


age occurs, Two conditions in 
which such a contingency may 
arise are angina pectoris and 
disease of the small arteries of 
the feet which is known ag Buer- 
ger’s Disease. 

Angina pectoris is almost certain- 
ly due to spasm of the arteries 
which supply the muscle of the 
heart. When these arteries be- 
come narrowed and inelastic due 


, jto the process of aging, such spasm 


may be very serious. “Angina” 
means pain and attacks are char- 
acterized by a severe pain under 
the breastbone or in the region of 
the heart. 

In studying a group of patients 
who had angina with reference to 
their habits in regard to tobacco, 
a committee of physicians found 
that angina in those under 50 is 
definitely increased by the use of 
tobacco. Approximately 80 per cent 
of men between the ages of 40 and 
50 who had angina were smokers, 
whereas in the same age group of 
men who had no angina, only 60 
per cent were smokers. Taking a 
group of people who actually had 
angina and comparing them with 
those who did not have it, there 
was about three times as much 
angina among smokers as among 
non-smokers. After about the age

ANALYZING THIS data, it is 
probable that tobacco really had 
little to do with bringing about the 
changes in the arteries which were 
fundamental in causing the angina. 
It is the same thing with athletes 
and so-called “athlete’s heart.” It 
is hard to say exactly what any- 
body means by “athlete’s heart” but 
we do know that athletes are likely 
to die in a larger proportion of 
angina pectoris than people who 
have not been strenuous athletes in 
their youth. This probably means 
that they are spasmogenic individu- 
als. 

But it is very certain that if 
there is one attack of angina or a 
tendency to angina, tobacco will 
tend to make the condition worse 
and to bring on attacks. In other 
words, tobacco does not cause the 
arterial change that results in an- 
gina, but it may aggravate it after 
angina begins. 

These studies are not meant as 
a warning to avoid tobacco alto- 
gether but simply that when spasm 
of the arteries of the heart or in 
the feet begins, it would be well 
to attempt to give it up.

Why Do We Call It ‘Dry’ Wine? 

That “dry” should be opposed to 
“wet” is understandable; but why 
should it describe a wine that is 
not sweet? 

The answer is an interesting in- 
stance of figurative usage. 

In making wine, the fermenta- 
tion ig controlled so as to obtain 
the product desired; that ig to say, 
sweet or otherwise. 

Fermentation, depending upon its 
extent, neutralizes or eliminates 
the saccharine matter; if checked 
at an early stage, the wine will 
be sweet; completely or fairly com- 
plete fermentation will leave a re- 
sult not only not sweet, but sour 
—commonly known as dry.

Winning the first 
trick with the diamond ace, he 
proceeded to lead dummy’s spade 
queen. The shrewdness of this 
play is apparent on a study of de- 
clarer’s combined resources, and 
the consequences were precisely 
what could be expected. 

East won with the king, but now 
could do nothing to defeat the con- 
tract. A diamond return brought 
in a second defensive trick and a 
club shift a third. But now dum- 
my’s trump formed an impregna- 
ble bulwark against another dia- 
mond trick, and declarer, of course, 
could ruff a club continuation.
